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Latter Claim Five Desperate 
Attacks Have Just Been 
Repulsed By Them 


Slavs Already Have Made Import-: 
ant Gains 


Berlin, Jan 15.—The Russian offen- 
sive has been renewed on the Bessar- 
abian front and five important  at- 
tacks have been repulsed by the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian troops, according 
the Austrian official report dated 
January 14 and received. here to-day. 


BURN BRIDGES 


London, Jan. 15.—In omer to in- 
sure steadfastness on the part of his 
troops during the recent Russian of- 
fensive, the Austrian general, von 
Bothmer, who commands the army 
on the River Syripa, kept them on 
the further side by burning the 
bridges behind them, according to 
the Petrograd correspondent of the 
London Daily Chronicle. 

He says that the fact that the 
Austrians do not reply by a fierce 
Counter. offensive is to be explained 
by their heavy losses, which amount 
in all to nearly 100,000, of whom 
over 10,000 are prisoners, 

WHAT THIEY DID 

In his dispatch, dated Thursday, 
the correspondent further says: What 
the Russians have done was to es- 
tablish themselves firmly on the left 


bank of the Styr, dislodge the Aus- , 


trians from the east bank of the mid 
dle Stripa, and push their Bessara- 
bian front up. 

“In appearance these results are 
insignificant compared with the effort 
put forth. In fact, the Russian suc- 
cess is of great European and not 
merely local importance It is no se- 
cret now that the plan of the offen- 
sive was carefully collaborated by 
the Russian staff in conjunction with 
the staffs of the allies, and that the 
time and extent of operations were 
carefully calculated with a distinct 
purpose in view. This purpose was to 
foil , German initiative and check 
the development of German plans at 
a critical moment.

The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 

may be made at any Dominion Lands 

Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
«und cultivation of the land in each 
if three years. A homesteader may 
Jive within nine miles of eahis home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
lence is: performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homosteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
juarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. . 

Duties—Six months residence in 
yach of three years after earning 
‘omestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
sultivation. Pre-emption patent may, 
ve obtained as soon as homestead 

vatent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
romestead right may take o pur- 
vhased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
seside six months in each of three 
rears, cultivate 50 acres and erect a

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land.

Few Exempt; All Surprised 


When the new law went into effect 
in 1911, even with the preparation 
that had been made for enforcing its 
provisions, the departure from the old 
theories of national defence was a 
most radical one. The male citizens 
of Australia awoke to the fact that 
from the age of eighteen to the age 
of sixty, they were members of the 
army defence and bound to military 
service should war come, but only 
within the Hmits of Australia. Those 
citizens between twelve and twenty- 
six years of age, except those who 
could take advantage of the exemp- 
tions in the Defence Act, found them- 
selves compelled to undergo certain 
prescribed periods of military training 
in the several branches of service. 

Must Pass All Tests 

From the time that he reaches 
July ist of his twelfth year, every 
Australian youth who has been found 
to be morally, mentally and physic- 
ally fit. is forced to give strict atten- 
tion to this matter of muscle-fitness, 
At the time that he enters the ranks 
of the twelve-year-old cadets, he re- 
| ceives from his government an out- 
fit of soldier's clothes. Ninety hours 
out of each year for two consecutive 
years he devotes to military training. 
If he passes the prescribed test at the 
end of each of the first two years, 
‘he is allowed to become a senior 
cadet. His senior cadetship lasts for 
‘four years. Each year he must re- 
ceive not less than four 4-hour drills, 
‘twelve 2-hour drills, and twenty-four 
|1-hour drills. His equipment is ex- 
‘tended to include a cadet rifle and 
| pelt, and {if his marksmanship  de- 
velops to a stipulated point he is al- 
jlowed to take part {n target practise 
‘with a= service rifle. During the 
‘senior cadet's four years his instruc- 
tion progresses from the manual of 
‘arms and close order drill into open- 


order exercises and the study of 
minor tactics. Through the periods 
‘of both his junior and senior cadet-

Neglected Heroes 
of The War

In some‘ respects there 
enough publicity in this war. One 
writer has said that it is being 
fought in the dark. Our men write 
from ‘‘Somewhene in France,’’ and 
the very names of regiments are omit 
ted. The censorship has been  over- 
strict in this respect. It has been ac- 
cused, with some reason, of minimiz- 
ing or suppressing altogether reports 
of British reverses. When the war is 
over it will be called to account for 
these sins, and it may have an excuse 
But a worse charge to explain is the 
minimizing of the innumerable deeds 
of heroism that have been performed 
by British troops. Probably there are 
not a half dozen people in Canadg 
! who can tell half of the men who 
‘have won Victoria Crosses. The 
newspaper-reading public does not 
‘know whom to honor, and the news- 
paper-reading public is the — public. 
The censurship suppresses all particu 
lars of the heroic deeds that have 
been crowned with the little 
cross ‘or Valor,’’ and when the de- 
tails leak out they refer to events so 
far in the past that they are consid- 
ered unworthy of attention in the 
news columns. 


HEROES OF HISTORY 


A hundred years from now the 
readers of newspapers will be devour 
ing the details that are withheld 
from this generation, and descend- 
‘ants of the heroes who have thus dis 
tinguished themselves will be boast- 
ing of the deeds that pass almost un- 
noticed as far as the great bulk ot 
newspaper readers are  eoncerned. 
Some of these feats, however, ought 
to be known and appreciated by the 
generation for whose sake they are 
performed, and = g special correspon- 
dent of the New York Tribune has 
selected some few notable instanccs 
‘of heroism which the cables have fail 
ed to record:

A RECIPROCITY ECHO 
HEARD ABOVE WAR DIN 


Canadian Correspondent of Boston 
Paper Returns to Old Theme— 
Speaks of “Protected Grafters” 


The Boston “Transcript” recently 
contained an article by Mr. E. W 
Thomson, their Canadian correspond- 
ent, which revived the arguments in 
favor of reciprocity between Canada 
and United States, and stated that 
the reasons for the adoption of a 
tfade agreement would be more com- 
pelling after the war than before. 

The Toronto “News” the other day 
deak with Mr. Thomson’s arguments 
as follows:— 

During the discussion in 1911 Mr. 
Thomson filled The Transcript with 
extravagant laudation of the reciproc- 
al trade proposals. He became vio- 
lent whenever Protection was men- 
tioned. The determination of Canada 
to make other arrangements than 
those approved by Mr. Thomson, who 
regarded. himself as a sort of Consult: 
ing Physician, appointed to watch 
over the body politic, stirred him to 
vituperation. 

He began by declaring that a high- 
er tariff was expected by the “graft- 
ing manufactirers here” and that they 
would be disappointed! The need for 
cheap manufactured goods would 
arise after the war and these would 
not be secured “from our protected 
grafters.” Mr. Thomson in the course 
of his argument (which is a poor 
thing, but his own), intimated that tlie 
tariff tncreases compelled by the war 
were demanded by the manufacturers. 
He said, in his' polished manner: 
“These men impudently clamored for 
and obtained from the Borden Gov- 
ernment 744 per cent. more graft last 
winter. They persist in maintaining 
prices as high as the tariff permits, 
They have disgusted the general pub- 
lic by so evincing new selfishness 
in war-time; by bawling that pat- 
riotism requires Canadians to buy 
‘Made-in-Canada’ junk, etc., etc.” 

Thirty years ago, perhaps, some 
“Made-in-Canada” goods were junk. 
No man of experience says that to- 
day. Mr. Thomson will not get far 
in his demand for Continentalism by 
reviling Canadian factories and Can- 
adian workmen and by undertaking a 
campaign of studied falsification. Our 
relations with the United States have 
always been complicated by the activ- 
Itfes of foolisif individuals. The anti- 
Imperialist argument was placed be- 
fore the American people ‘incessantly 
during the campaign of 1911 by a 
corps of correspondents, attached 
more or less loosely to the Liberal 
party. Of these féw remain to give 
tongue. But Mr. Thomson continues 
to-misrepresent the people of Canada. 
He assumes that our electors are the 
private property of the manufacturers, 
retainers of a band of robber-baronsg

That our tariff against British goods 
is a contradiction of our loyalty is a 
most unfair inference. The erection 
and maintenance of a protective tariff 
against the manufactured goods of 
Great Britain has been in accord with 
the measure of self-government whicl 
has been fully and freely granted to 
Canada hy the British Government;

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RUSSIA'S LESSON AS 
A RESULT OF WAR 


A Huge -Nation Without Industries— 
How Would Canada Fare Under 
Similar Conditions 7? 


*Country Life in Canada” of Winnipeg 
had a very interesting article in a re- 
cent issue entitled, “Nations, With and 
Without Industries.” Russia was tak- 
en as a typical example of the nation 
without manufacturing development. 
The article calls attention to Russia's 
position when war was declared. Rus- 
sia found herself cut off from the rest 
of Europe and America in great meas- 
ure as far as supplies of manufactured 
goods were concerned. Russia could 
fot export her vast stores of food pro- 
ducts, nor secure in change for them 
manufactured goods, many of which 
nvere essential to the successful con- 
duct of the war. 

i Result of Russia's Isolation 
Food remained cheap, but imported 
commodities became dear. The impor- 
tation of manufactured goods ceased; 
stock in stores grew less and less, im- 
ported commodities became dearer 
and dearer. Germany before the war, 
exported to Russia immense quantities 
of machinery, utensils, and chemically 


prepared materials. Nearly all drugs 
came from Germany, so a drug famine 


existed in Russia. Boots made in 
Vienna, and hats and costumes from 
Paris disappeared. Russian society 
ladies—among the best dressed in 
Europe—have been, and will be, with- 
out fashions. In this regard the upper 
and middle classes of Russia feel the 
pinch of war, because luxuries are 
abolished. The poor, however, had 
Only a demand for food—and food was 
both plentiful and cheap. The peasant- 
farmer was better off, especially since 
he no longer could waste what money 
he had on vodka and beer. Economy 
and sobriety conserve the wealth of 
nations. 

i Russian General’s Views 

A Russian general stood with his 
staff on a hill in Poland. The Rus- 
sians were fighting one of their dog- 
ged rearguard actions, falling back on 
a lne of new defences. Impotently 
the soldier raised his hand and shook 
ft at the advancing German horde. 
“Oh, for the machine shops of other 
lands,” cried he, “for their looms and 
factories. Then we'd fire shell for 
shell, and our soldiers would have an 
equipment to face the best in the 
world!” 
tf Canada Were Embattled 

What if Canada had enemies on her 
southern frontier, and part of the 
prairie provinces in their hands. To 
the north, the unnavigable Arctic; on 
the west the Pacific Coast blockaded 
by enemy warships. Halifax being 
bombarded, enemy troops over-run- 
ning Nova Scotia, and warships 
smashing their way up the St. Law- 
rence. It is not a pretty picture, and, 
put for the grace of God and the Brit- 
ish Empire, we might be to-day as 
Russia is. 

Could Canada take care of herself 
{fn an economic sense? We know that 
Russia has cheaper food as a result 
of the war, but even now Canada im- 
ports eggs, butter and other produce 
that now gluts the home market in 
Russia. What would it avail us if 
our wheat was held in storage as is 
Russia's in her Black Sea ports? 

Yet, in other ways, Canada is in- 
finitely better prepared as a self-sup- 
porting country than is Russic In 
ratio to population our factory pro- 
duction swamps that of Russia. We 
even produce the luxuries the upper 

lasses of Russia lack owing to the

der the heading ‘“Made-in-Canada,” in 
its editorial celumn:

Consul Dreher at Toronto sends down 
word that it is in a hea'thy stage of 
growth. The patriotic sentiment of 
the times gives it an impetus; and, 
ag the consul intimates, our manu- 
facturers and exporcers will have tu 
put on a little extra steam to meet 
the new competition. When the war 
broke out last August ‘Made-in-leng- 
land” signs blossomed like iagie is 
the store windows of London, Liver- 
pool and other English cities. It was 
the patriotic defiance to the familiar 
“Made-in-Germany”’ stamp which was 
the first of the kind to become familiar 
the world over.” 

The fact that the pap rs of United 
Btates and American Consuls are re- 
porting on the effect of the “Made-in- 
Canada” campaign is the best evi- 
dence possible that the “Buying-at- 
Home” movem:nt is making headway 
and is carrying the people with it. 
Americans are shrewd people com- 
mercially, and lost no time in organiz- 
Ing a huge ‘“Made-in-America”  pub- 
licity campaign us soon as the war 
arose, shutting olf, as it did, a large 
part of the ood of imported goods 
which poopie of United States have 
been accustomed to purchase. 

If “Made-in-America” is good for 


United States, ‘‘Made-in-Canada” 1s 
even better for Canada, a smaller 
country which is only in the early 


stages of ita industrial development, 
and in which the problems of un- 
smployment and reduced buying ca- 
pacity, as a result of the war, are 
Utticult to handle. 


‘Twar. We manufacture boots, and our 


ladies are quite well satisfied with 
Canadian-made clothing. We havc the 
machine shops—the looms—that the 
war-worn Russian general longed for. 
We have, in fact, gone a good way 
along the road that proves a nation 
to be industrially organized. Econ- 
omically we have as great recuper- 
ative powers financially as has Rus- 
sia—if only we conserve them. Our 
population is a flea-bite to that of Rus- 
sia—but Russia never suffered from 
a mania of land speculation. Her cul- 
tivated area has decreased owing to 
the passing of the serf system and 
emigration; her farmers did not leave 
the land to become real estate or 
grain gamblers—as was the case in 
Canada. Russia has unequalled na- 
tional resources to-day—but no indus- 
tries in ratio to her population. There 
is an obvious lesson in all this. Buil¢ 
up Home _ Industries. Fortunatel; 
Canada has endeavored to do so. 


PROTECTION IN AUSTRALIA 


Grain Growers’ Secretary Exchanges 
Notes With Australian Organizer 
A recent issue cf the “Grain Grow- 

ers’ Guide” contained an interesting 
letter from the General Secretary of 
the Farmers’ and Settlers’ Association 
of New South Wales. Apparently co- 
operative organization among farmers 
is making big strides in the Australian 
continent. After reviewing the co- 
operative features of the farmers’ or- 
ganizations, particularly with respect 
to the dairy industry, the Secretary’s 
letter has a paragraph bearing on the 
much vexed tariff question. Judging 
from the Secretary's views on this sub- 
ject the policy of protection does not 
agitate the farmers nearly as much 
in Australia as it has in the Canadian 
West during recent years. While the 
organized farmers in Australia are 
somewhat opposed to protection, their 
opposition is by no means shared by 
the majority of the agricultural pro- 
ducers, as is evident from the follow- 
ing extract from the Secretary’s let- 
ter: 

“As regards the feeling among 
Australian producers the position is 
decidedly ‘mixed,’ and it will prob- 
ably surprise you to learn that the 
majority support the Protecionist 
policy.” 

Organized effort has resulted in the 
creation of a certain amount of hos- 
tility towards the policy of a reason- 
able encouragement for Canadian 
manufacturing industries in this coun- 
try, but it is doubtful whether the ma- 
jority of the farmers in the West are 
much more against protection than 
their fellow-farmers of Australia.

RATES OF WAGES 


Stratford, Ontarlo, and English Manu 
facturing Centre Compared 


In April, 1914, before the war wat 
upon us, and the high cost of lving 
claimed our attention, Mr. H. B, Mor: 
phy, the member for North Perth, in 
which the city of Stratford is located, 
made a speech in the course of the 
budget débate, in which he gave some 
Interesting figures bearing on the 
average wages in the trades through- 
out England and in his native city. 

Dealing with this subject, Mr. Mor. 
phy said: “The first point that I am 
going to touch upun is what is known 
as the high cost of living, and in con- 
nection with that I desire to comparo 
the cost of living of the Canadian 
workmen with the cost of living of 
the British workmen, the cost of Hv- 
ing under what is known as a pro- 
tective tariff in Canada as compared 
with the cost of living under a free 
trade or free food fiscal policy. That 
is fair and germane to the subject 
at issue. 

“I have taken the trouble to secure 
some figures in relation to the subject 
just mentioned. I have taken the 
rates of wages of various trades com- 
mon in the city of Sratford, in the 
county of North Perth, which I have 
the honor to represent, and the rates 
in the same trades in the City of Lon- 
don, or rather throughout England, 
using average wages. The figures in 
both cases 1 have had prepared for 
me by the Department of Labor of 
this Government, and I accept them 
as accurate. So far as the Canadian 
figures are concerned, I know that 
they are under rather than over-stated. 
Let us see in what position the work- 
ingmen in cheap-food England stands 
in régarc to what pay he gets com. 
pared with the same kind of man in 
the Dominion of Canada under a pro- 
tective policy:

“I could go over the whole range 
of industrial life, and show that the 
artisan in the Dominion of Ganada, 
under the present policy, is getting a 
substantial wage which will enable 
him to live well and put something 
aside, while the wages paid in Great 
Britain to the same class of artisan 
are sweat-shop wages unworthy to be 
paid to any laboring man who wishes 
to live decently. Hon. gentlemen op- 
posite desire to bring us to the same 
position as Great Britain is in on the 
cheap-food plan. In Western Ontario, 
the mechanic, who is a thinking man, 
has the idea that he likes good wages 
and steady work. His argument fs very 
terse, when some of these advocates 
of free trade or reciprocity come to 
him. He says: ‘I want work and con- 
tinuous work; at good wages; I am 
an industrious man, and, in getting 
work with good wages, it makes no 
difference to me whether bread costs 
three cents or seven cents a loaf, so 
long as I am well paid for my work; 
I will live according to my packet, 
but I cannot pay one cent a loaf for 
bread if I am out of work and have 
no wages.’ I invite hon. gentlemen 
opposite to come to Western Ontario 
and talk free food to some of our ar- 
tisans. They will find that they are 
{n the wrong stall and that there is 
nothing doing along that line.”

Ald. Galbraith stated that his view 
of the committee was not that it 
should take control of the financial 
arrangements of the Council but as- 
sist in those dealings with the bank 
reviously undertaken ‘oy the Com+ 
n¥issioners alone.

Galbraith and 
Collison be g committee to draft a 
suitable resolution of appreciation re 
garding the recent retirement of Mr. 
Greene as city solicitor. Carried. 

Ald. Lord was strongly in favor of 
early collection of business licenses 
and introduced the following motion, 
seconded by Ald. Galoraith, which 
was Carried unanimously— that the 
matter of city business licenses be 
immediately revised and the Inspec- 
tor be instructed to collect same 
without delay. 

Considerable discussion took place 
concerning legal procedure in plac- 
ing before the Public Utilities Com- 
mission the city’s complaint against 
the lighting rates charged by the 
Western Genera] Electric Co. Ltd., 
the gencral opinion being that it 
should be pushed with all possible 
speed. 

The Council adjourned at 11 p.m.
